Warn Growers About 
Gopher Damage 


R. G. La Rue, San Bernar- 
dino county assistant farm ad- 
visor, urges local orange grow- 
trs to watch their trees care- 
fully, especiall in the spring 
for damage by gophers. 

Serious injury has caused 
sdme trees to die six to eight 
months after having been gir- 
dled by gophers, he said. Inas 
much as girdling of the tree 
results in starvation of the root 
system, the top may not show 
the damage for several months. 
Oniy by inspection can the 
main point of the gophers’ ac- 
tivities be discovered, he added. 

La Rue reports that mature 
trees of value may be weak- 
ened or killed by one or two 
days’ activity by the common 
California pocket gopher.

Prof. Marcus Oliphant, wartime atomic scientist, is quoted | 
as saving that the United States has produced a bomb six 
hundred times as powerful as the one which destroyed Naga- 
saki. | 
That means a bomb which would create utter destruction | 
in diameter, and whose rays 


over an area from 69 to 120 miles 
would travel hundreds of miles farther wiih burning force. 
Two cr three such bombs might wipe out Boston, New York, 
Philadelphic, Baltimore and Washington and practically 
everything in between at one swoop. 

Lay students of atomic power have been wondering for 
some time what was the basis for statements by Einstein and 
other scientists that civilization could be wiped out by the 
atomic bomb, which up until now we have known merely as 
a bigger and better explosion with some rays added. 

There was a feeling that these scientists knew something 
more than had been indicated by such atomic explosions as 
have occurred, devastating as were, when considered in 
relationship with the size of the world. Apparently Professor 
Oliphant has given us the answer. Here, if he is right, is a 
weapon which can be delivered by present-day planes and 
is capable of wiping out whole strategic areas, such as Amer- 
ica’s Great Lakes industrial centers and the German Ruhr, 
with one-raid efficiency.

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Looking Ahead At 1947 Reveals 
nt Events In Offing 
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By NEWS SPECIALISTS OF 
THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The new year opens with con- 

troversy over the possibitily of a 

depression. Much will depend on 


whether economists predicting a) 


recession prove right or wrong. 

The outlook in fields other than 
business is hazy, because it de- 
pends on the economic future. .... 

Here is the likely general shape 
of the year to come. 

BUSINESS AND INDUSTRY 

A depression in 1947 is a possi- 
bility, but neither a certainty nor 
a necessity. The year can be a 
boom year of unprecedented pro- 
portions if labor strife can be 
averted so as to keep industry in 
full production, and if prices can 
be kept in a range where people 
can buy. 

There are two other worry spots, 
however. Manufacturers’ inven- 
tories are now the highest in his- 
tory, and although consumer 
credit is still plentiful, consumer 
borrowing has already passed all 


revious records. 
* 


& 


Two key industries are held in 
the balance of labor-management 
relations. Experts say steel, king- 
pin of industry, given industrial 
peace could produce well above 
80,000,000 tons in 1947. This would 
run something like 13,000,000 tons 
above 1946. 

The automobile industry, with a 
demand for 10,000,000 cars against 
a 1946 production of 2,000,000 de- 
pends on the same “if”-—plus wiEe 
it can get steel. 

LABOR -- Another wave of 
strikes is feared. With labor and 
management squaring off atiter 
their stormiest year in history, the 
outlook is discouragingly parallel 
to what it was a year ago: uncer- 
tain, emotional and explosive. 

There are three new develop- 
ments: 

1, The public, White House and 
Congress are fed up with labor- 
management deadlocks. President 
Truman is almost certain to rec- 
ommend new labor legislation. 
The Republican Congress may £0 
further. Whether changes in the 
laws wiil prevent strikes is an- 
other matter. 

2. A business slump may come. 
Depressions usually mean unfa- 
vorable atmosphere for labor’s 
demands. 

3. The government has less op- 
portunity to intervene when .col- 
lective bargaining 
since price and wage controls are 
off. This means wage increases 
can be passed on to the public in 
higher prices. 

AGRICULTURE -—— A! 
consecutive year of bumper pro- 
duction (weather permitting) is 
being encouraged by the govern- 
ment. Farmers again are being 
asked to produce abundantly to 
meet continued world shortages 
of food, 

But 1947 may be the last year 


for some time that such planting 
will be favored. There are signs | 


that by the new year’s end foreign 
demand for American food may 
drop sharply. 

Farm income and prices, which 
reached new peaks in 1946, are 
expected to ease off in 1947—pro- 
viding production turns out favor- 
ably. 

On the other hand, an industrial 
recession might bring about a 
farm price slump requiring gov- 
ernmental emergency action to 
check it. 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS A “peace 
conference’ over Germany, sim- 
ilar to the 1946 Paris conference, 
may be seen in 1947 with sim- 
ilar results, with Russia continu- 
ing delaying tactics against re- 
moval of Soviet tropps from cen- 
tral Europe. 

Regarding disarmament, atomic 
control and the U. N. miiltary se- 
curity foree, something less than 
“satisfactory” agreements are

This 
depends on rockets and on mili- 
tary radar. Temperatures, elec- 
trical conditions, cosmic rays and 
radio ceilings beyond a few miles 
are mostly unknown. Learning 
about them will be the first goal. 

AVIATION —- Private flying, 
with planes available at a rate ten 
times greater than before the war, 
awaits the staht of small airport 
construction under a billion-dollar 
federal program. 

Aircraft manufacturing enters 
the new year leveeld off at three 
times its pre-war size. It should 
hold this line. 

Airlines with four 
many planes as during the war 
now face the problem of keeping 
them busy.
